u peaceful retreat, decided to tfrn 


Mania into a living hell—an in- 
ferno from which few escaped. 
Buildings were blasted, hospitals 


left in shambles, and churches in 
ruins. Mothers and children fled 
for safety, only to receive the bay- 
onet, shell or worse. The large uni- 
versity, where thousands were en- 
rol ed the pride of Manila, was 
left in smouldering rubble. The 
jong, weary work of the U.S. forces 
in routing their cunning adver- 
saries from their fox holes and 
hideouts “was a wonderful accoim- 
Wishment but a painful and de- 
structive one, with wounded on 
every: hand. This picture, together 
with ‘the manoeuvres ef the U.S, 
aircraft carrier, ‘Fighting Lady,” 
with a secret air base in the 
Pacific, preved instrumental in the 
liberation ef the island, The public 
felt privileged to see a close-up of 
the aerial combats, of the close co- 
ordination of plane and carrier, of 
the precision of command and the 
wholehearted team work of — its 
CREWS.

The Revised Bible 

Bible scholars have completed the re- 
vised version of the Bible, the third au- 
thorized revision in 341 years. In 1929 the 
International Council of Religious Edu- 
cation authorized the revision. Work was 
begun in 1937 and the New Testament 
was completed in 1945. Now the Old Testa- 
ment has also been completed. i 

Thirty-two scholars from al) the major 
denominations have applied themselves to 
the task of putting the Bible in simple 
modern language so that the average per- 
son who is not familiar with seventeenth 
century English can. easily understand 
what he reads. ‘ 

Here is a typical. change from Isaiah's 
fortieth chapter. The King James version 
published in 1611 says, “The workman 
melteth a graven image, and the goldsmith 
Spreadeth it over with gold, and castest 
silver chains.” 

The revised version reads, “The idol: A 
workman casts it, and a goldsmith overlays 
it with gold, and casts for it silver chains.” 


_ While many of us feel that the new ver- 
sion cannot replace the King James ver- 
sion, We also fee) that the new version is 


needed and that no home should be with- 
out it. Children will have no difficulty 
understanding the stories of Moses, Isaiah, 
and Jeremiah in the new version, while it 
was very difficult for them to follow the 
strange language of 1611.

Mr. .Scott feels that co-opera- 
tives are only refunding an over- 
charge when they pay profits to 
those who own shares in them.

The trouble is that, as Mr. Scott 
himself admits, co-operatives do 
not operate in a_ co-operative 
society, but in a capitalist one. 
That is, co-operatives have the 
advantage of the use of all the 
railways, the banks, the factories 
and the rest of the great equip- 
ment with which the capitalist 
system has endowed this country. 

Imagine what sort of a chance 
a co-operative would have today, 
if it could not use these capitalist 
undertakings. In fact. the real 
difference between co-operatives 
and private business is that co- 
operatives do not have to pay 
their full share of the taxation 
required to keep up the public 
services which are available to 
co-operatives as well as to private 
business. 

Mr. Scott feels it is wrong fo 
describe the British govern- 
ment as a Socialist one, or to say

that this government did any- 
thing exeept improve conditions 
in Britain, He justly points out 
that ch of what ha rone wror 
in Britain has been produc: 
policies which were in effect 
fore the Socialists got into power 
It is very difficult. to avoid the

Watch That Damp Grain 
The next few months will be 4 
critical time jor grain that wert 
into storage last Fall with a danger- 
ously high moisture coptent. Main- 
taining a close check now on bath 
the moisture content and the tem- 
perature of damp grain ia storage 
will help to avoid heavy losses from 

heating ana spoilage this Spring. 


-Molds Cause Spoilage. Molds are* 


at the root of all heating and. spoil- 
age problems in stored damp z 
The only effective spoilage co! 
now known is to keep all portion 
of the bulk grain as dry 4s possible 
so that no molds can g 
e/mportant Facts 
spoilage in stored 
largely upon the moisture 
and the temperature withia the 
grain bulk itseli—not upon fhe cu- 
side temperature. Grain storage 
experts have found that grain con- 
taining 16 to 1S percent moistuce 
can be kept in good condition tor 
months at a temperature of 40 ‘0 
60 degrees Fahrénheit. But 1 grain 
of this moisture content ts kept at 
70°F. it will become “musiy” in 3 
couple of weeks, and totally spoiled 
within a month, These facts sug- 
gest the value of having damp gran 
stored in bins yn the North side 
of a granary or elevator, where tae 
temperature within the grain bulk 
itself is likely to vemaim at a reason- 
ably safe level jor a considerable 
time this Spring 
Moisture Accumiulates 
the winter months 
grain stored at a high moisture 
content becomes unevenly distrib- 
uted within the bulk of grain. For 
example, moisture usually accumu- 
lates in those portions of the grain 
near the cgol outer walls of bins 
and near the tops of-bins. When the 
grain warms up this Spring these 
portions will be the first to begia 
molding, beating and spoiling 
Damp grain can only be stopped 
temporarily from heating by tura- 
ing it from ene bin to another, For 
reasonably safe protection the mois- 
ture content of the grain shguid be 
reduced te diry grade. Wheo this is 
impossible, damp graia should be 
marketed oc used before warm 
weather ocours. Watch that damp 
grain closely now.

Nor should he 
bring in his car a head, tongue, or 
other part of the suspected animal 
to the Provincia) Veterinary Lab- 
oratory. All inspections must be 
made on the owner’s farm. 

If the symptoms warrant, ma- 
teria) will be taken to a specially 
trained inspector to be forwarded 
to the Animal Diseases Research 
Laboratory, Hull, Quebec. No part 
of a suspected anima) must be re- 
moved from the farm except under 
such authority.
